The obvious question ts ,why ac- 
cept the fact that a certain number 
of people will drown during the 
summer? 

To dismiss these figures quoted 
in the newspapers, and the figures 
quoted by the Nattonal Safety 
Council] before every holiday, with 
a careless indifferent air of “It'll 
never happen here”, is just short 
of bing an accessory before the 
fact of drowning. 

You dont’ have to look far to dis- 
cover why people drown J— and it 
ign't because of cramps, tides or 
busted water wings. It’s simply 
the fact that THEY CAN'T SWIM! 

The phrase you see in the news- 
papers, when drownings occur, “ 
unable to swim... ” 

This phrase is almost aes famous, 
and wel) used as, “I didn’t know it 
was loaded.” 

Famous last words! ! More last- 
ing than famous it would seem. For 
death, by drowning. is certainly 
more lasting than fame. 

So before the long Fourth of 
July week end arrives be sure and 
note the figures the National Safety

Dear Mr Editor, 

Last Thursday, May 36th, I at- 
tended the C. P. C. meeting as rep- 
resentative for the President of the 
VFW Auxillary 

To my surprise, I noted that none 
of the Churches of our community 
were represented among the organ- 
ization leaders of our Town. 

| spent the next few days inquir- 
ing about the situation and learned 
that al! our Churches were extend- 
ed an invitatlon to join the OPC 
and that only ONE Church, to date, 
had answered the invitation, and 
that answer was “NO.” 

it seemed startling ta me that 
a committee, guch ag the CPC and 
all it stands for, would ngt have the 
full support of the Churches. 

Speaking as an individual with- 
out representation, | feel that the 
OPC is the Epitome of Democracy. 
The title — Central Planning Com- 
mittee — is self-explanatory. 

The word CENTRAL is the apex 
about which the Community Organ- 
izations should revolve, 

The OPC was organised, as I 
understand it, to gather together, 
these many representatives, all of 
whom have our sea ead inter- 
ests at heart. 

A few. months ago, Dr. Ralph W. 
Sockmen of New York, preached a 
radio sermon, which impressed me 
greatly. “Strength for . Larger 
Living.” He took as his text, 
“Lengthen thy cords and strength- 
en thy stakes” (Isaiah 54:2), At 
the time I made notes of several 
interesting points, ome of which 
suits this situation. J am not quot- 
ing accuratly, but the sum and sub- 
stance is this: 

The settlers of America built 
their villages around the white s 
steeples of their churches. They 
‘believed in the separation of 
the Church and the State, but 
did not interpret that to mean 
the divorcing of Religion from 
Civic Life. 

Long since the Churches have 
emphasized -—- Faith, Brotherhood 
and Unity. Why were they, the 
Churches in this community, not 
among the first to recognize the 
value of the instituting of the CPC 
as the exponent of the above three 
factors. 

I wish to call your attnetion to 
the Dedication of the Centra] Plan- 
ning Committee:

4. The elimination of duplica- 
tion by various organizationa of 
work aimed at a common cause. 

5. And finally, the fulfillment 
of the motto long ago adopted by 
this community, namely, ‘“North- 
fled the beautiful, where every 
prospect pleases” with emphasis 
on prospects other than visual.

Hatching Eggs Buyers Warned 

Poultry growers whose flocks are 
free of Newcastle disease can help 
to keep them that way by purchas- 
ing hatching eggs only from 
sources known to be free of this in- 
fection, Although it is not known 
to what extent shipments of hatch- 
ing eggs have served to spread 
Newcastle disease in the United 
States, veterinary scientists say it 
is possible that.eggs may be an im- 
portant vehicle for transmitting 
the infection from breeding hens’ 
to their offspring. In studies made 
recently at the University of Call- 
fornia, the virus that causes this 
disease was isolated from the yolk 
sac of 4day-old chicks and also 
from chick embrvos and infertile 
eggs.

First of her Hampshire breed to 
become a “seven-star’’ sow, Rin- 
gold Lady Dora No. 753,056 has 
raised a total of 71 pigs to wean- 
ing age, an average of 10.1 pigs 
per litter, This record is more 
tmpressive when compared with 
mational averages. According to U. 
8. department of agriculture re- 
ports, the national average is 6.18

family, is Ringold Lady Dora 
No. 753,056, champion production 
sow in the Hampshire breed and 
the first of her kind to qualify 
as a ‘“‘neven-star” sow. 


spring pigs and 6.39 fall pigs per 
litter raised to weaning age. 

To qualify for a star in the Hamp- 
shire production registry a sow 
must raise a litter of at least eight 
pigs, without fault or defect, to 
weigh 820 pounds within 56 days 
of farrowing. And. of course to gain 
a ‘"seven-star’” record Ringold 
Lady Dora has repeated this per- 
formance seven times. She is the 
first sow in the Hampshire breed 
to be listed for either the sixth or 
seventh “‘star’’ litters. 

In her seventh ‘‘star’’ litter, this 
sow farrowed 15 pigs, nine of which 
were saved. The eight selected for 
registratlon weighed 443 pounds 
at 56 days after farrowing. 

The production champion was fed 
a ration containing corn, oats, al 
falfa and pelletized milk by- 
products prior to farrowing. Her 
pigs were creep fed early and 
raised on a ration Of, seven parts

incidents ran through my mind 
thereto: the solemn words of Judge 
Blaseberg, which were very fitting 


‘to the ocoasion, stressed the job 


that We, The Living, have to ac- 
complish, in order to carry on the 
work, which has been started so 
nobly by those before us. 


Marching down Main street, I 
was again impressed by the beauty 
of our Town. From most outward 
appearances, Northfield is a beauti- 
ful; a real New England Colonial 
town. 


One of the most touching aspects 
of.the Memorial Day Exercises wag 
the lowering of the flower-bedecked 
boat in honor of Northfleld’s de 
parted sailors. Impressive and dig- 
nified was that dedication. A Beau- 
tiful Tribute! 


At the cemetery, I was impressed 
by Judge Blassberg’s comparison of 
the ease of today’s travel to that of 
the Colontal period. Any part of 
the globe may now be reached by 
alr in 60 hours. Northfield is no 
longer the Last Outpost, but a 
small community very close indeed 
to all other communities. Forcibly 
the realization came to me that 
a concept of ONE WORLD must be 
acquired, if we are going to share 
in the benefits of peace and secur 
ity. As yet our thinking is not quite 
attuned to such a concept, but it 
is becoming more and more Imper!l- 
tive that we contemplate the larg- 
er aspects at issue, in order that 
we may more adequately cope with 
tomorrow's tmpending problems, 


I sincerely beHeve, that in order 
for Northfield to better progress — 
to take its rightful place in the de 
velopment of a better world, we 
must set our sights higher. Just 
because it has never been done be 
fore in Northfield does not mean 
that progressive steps cannot now 
be taken.
